Tanner  talks 
on  business 


PRESIDENT  N*  ELDON  TANNER 


President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  of  the  First 
Presidency  of  The  Church,  will  speak  today 
at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  J.S.  Auditorium  on 
“Business  Ethics  and  the  Latter-day  Saint" 
in  conjunction  with  “Mormonism  Meets 
the  Issues"  week. 

At  12  noon  today  in  321  ELWC  a panel 
will  consider  the  topic  “Challenges  and 
Opportunities  for  Latter-day  Saints  in 
Business." 

Panel  members  are  Brent  Coates, 
director  of  the  LDS  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake; 
Ben  E.  Lewis,  executive  vice-president  of 
BYU;  and  Dee  W.  Moncur,  vice-president 


of  Professional  Guidance  Cor3X)ration  of 
Utah. 

Moncur  will  later  speak  at  4 p.m.  in  184 
JKB.  His  topic  is  “Making  Money  on  your 
Investment.” 

Among  other  events  of  “Mormonism 
Meets  the  Issues”  week  was  the  devotional 
address  yesterday  by  Elder  Bruce  R. 
McConkie  of  the  First  Council  of  the 
Seventy. 

“Everything  is  family  centered.  Salvation 
is  a family  affair,”  said  Elder  McConkie. 

“The  first  thing  about  family  relations,” 
he  explained,  “is  that  we  know  that  God  is 
our  Father  and  that  we  have  the  capacity 
to  become  like  Him.” 

Continuing,  he  said,  “We’re  invited  to 
come  unto  Christ  and  become  adopted  into 
His  family  and  take  upon  ourselves  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.”  He  stated  that  this 
is  the  meaning  of  “being  born  again”  as  a 
change  of  status;  a new  way  of  living.  “We 
die  in  relation  to  the  things  of  the  world 
and  are  born  again  when  we  come  alive 
into  the  things  of  righteousness.” 

“Our  understanding  of  family 
relationships  should  be  the  greatest 
incentive  to  righteousness  that  we  have,” 
Elder  McConkie  concluded. 

Prof.  W.  Cleon  Skousen  in  a discussion 
Monday  on  “Censorship  and  Pornography” 
declared,  “Two  main  traps  for  the 
destruction  of  youth-immorality  and 
drugs— are  becoming  highly  successful  in 
the  United  States  and  foreign  countries.”

The 
operation  is  successful  and  through 
training,  Charley  becomes  a genius  destined 
to  serve  mankind. 

However,  the  effects  of  the  operation  are 
only  temporary,  and  Charley  loses  what  he 
has  gained.  Through  this  loss  and  descent, 
Charley  makes  his  most  important 
contribution  to  man:  compassion,  love. 

Starring  in  the  production  is  Bradley  F. 
Bailey  as  Charley.  Bailey,  a sophomore 
majoring  in  Dramatic  Arts  from  Woodland 
Hills,  Calif.,  has  performed  in  ten  college 
productions  including  “Joan  of  Lorraine,” 
“The  Tinglary  Bird,”  and  ‘Tell  Me  That 
You  Love  Me  Junie  Moon,”  all  at  BYU.  He 
has  appeared  with  the  Pacific  Performing 
Arts  Conservatory  the  past  two  summers 
on  scholarship.

“Flowers  for  Algernon”  will  run  nightly 
at  8 p.m.

The 
production  begins  tomorrow  and  concludes 
Fri.,  Dec.  18. 

Brad  M.  Arrington  is  Dr.  Strauss  in  the 
production.  Arrington,  a freshman  from 
Whittier,  Calif.,  will  make  his  first 
appearance  at  BYU. 


“What  Mormons  would  call  obscene  is 
now  being  promoted  by  the  media  as 
psychotherapy,”  he  said.

3.  Institutes  of  Technology 

These  will  be  colleges  for 
dropouts  who  want  to  drop 
in— and  learn  a useful  trade  or 
skill.  We  have  become  such  snobs 
about  a college  degree  that  we  ' 
give  utterly  insufficient  praise  and 
respect  to  our  overworked 
check-out  clerks,  subway  pilots, 
sweatband  staplers,  etc.  TTiis  is 
undemocratic.  All  manual  workers 
should  go  to  a prestigious  college, 
instead  of  a plebeian  trade  school. 
In  this  way,  they  will  gain 
self-respect,  and  we  will  lose  our 
guilt. 

Dropouts  from  high 
school/college  should  no  longer  be 
lectured,  cozened,  hollered  at  and 
chivied  by  silly  bus  and  TV  ads: 
Dropouts  are  absolutely  right  to 
shun  courses  they  are  sure  to  find 
bewildering,  books  they  will  never 
understand,  and  experiences  that^ 
must  make  them  feel  inferior. 

Dropouts  should  be  encouraged 
to  follow  and  respect  the 
biochemical  makeup  God  gave 
them.  They  should  be  able  to 
attend  colleges  specifically 
designed  to  salve  their  wounded 
egos  and  raise  their  social  status. 
For  example: 

An  MIT  for  Television 
Repairmen  will  provide  Americans 
with  what  is  their  birthright:

There 
is  no  havoc  worse,  on  a campus, 
than  that  which  is  wreaked, 
except  for  that  which  is  wrecked. 

Even  as  you  read  these  words, 
American  doctors  are  being 
intellectually  crippled  by  courses 
in  English,  which  they  won’t  even 
use  when  writing  prescriptions. 
American  dentists  by  the  gallon 
are  being  psychologically  scarred 
at  colleges  that  require  oral 
examinations.  Psy cho thera pist s 
are  having  their  imaginations 
blunted  by  deadly  courses  in 
logic,  evidence  and  post  hoc  ergo 
propter  hoc. 


Regardless  of  who  was  at  fault,  what 
has  been  done  is  done,  and  your  school 
and  name  bears  the  disgrace  and 
consequences. 

You  believe  the  world  to  be  your 
campus.  Make  sure  the  campus  is  not 
your  world.  In  all  good  faith,  how 
about  sending  two  carloads  of 
Intercollegiate  Knights,  or  some  other 
service  organization  to  the  ''wicked 
U,"  and  cleaning  off  the  paint?  "Enter 
to  learn,  go  forth  to  serve"  . . . now. 
Such  an  act  would  only  be  going  the 
first  mile.  Actions  speak  louder  than 
words.  What  do  you  say,  BYU?

GRATEFUL  THANKS 


Editor: 

An  open  letter  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson: 

During  the  years  at  BYU  I have  often 
been  grateful  for  the  leadership  that 
guides  this  University,  but,  like  others, 
I have  failed  to  express  my  gratitude. 
Before  I leave  and  because  of  the  time 
I must  do  this. 

My  heart  is  full  of  love  and 
admiration  for  President  Wilkinson.  As 
I have  read  of  the  troubles  of 
universities  today  I grow  more  aware 
of  the  integrity  that  a president  must 
have  if  he  is  to  guide,  through 
darkness,  the  thousands  of  students 
that  seek  an  education  at  a school  to 
which  he  has  a dual  responsibility— to 
students  as  well  as  those  who  support 
that  university  financially.  I am  sure 
that  at  times  it  is  hard,  that  it  may 
even  be  easier  to  let  us  destroy 
ourselves,  but  thank  you  for  being 
steadfast.  I am  truly  grateful  that  you 
have  integrity.  But  you  have  more  than 
this,  you  also  have  a love  of  the 
Prophet  and  Quorum  of  the  Twelve 
which  help  to  form  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  In  a time  when  there  is  much 


confusion  it  is  comforting  to  me  to 
know  that  you  have  "listening  ears"  to 
the  Oracles  of  the  Lord. 

When  I enrolled  at  BYU  I made  a 
covenant  with  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  through  them  the  Lord.  At  the 
time,  I wondered  if  all  those  rules  were 
necessary— if  dress  standards  were 
really  that  important,  but  since  I had 
made  an  oath  I knew  I must  abide  by  it 
or  go  elsewhere  where  that  oath  was 
not  in  effect.  Through  the  years  I have 
found  that  those  standards,  and  all 
others  given  through  the  Board,  are 
given  for  a reason,  not  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  for  my  growth.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Nixon  Administration  called  the 
United  Auto  Workers  contract 
with  General  Motors 
“inflationary”  Tuesday  and  issued 
a general  warning  that  large  wage 
boosts  lead  to  both  higher  prices 
and  rising  unemployment. 

In  its  second  “inflation  alert,” 
President  Nixon’s  Council  of 
Economic  Advisers  urged  business 
and  labor  to  exercise  voluntary 
self-restraint  to  help  cool  off  the 
wage-price  spiral. 

Council  Chairman  Paul  W. 
McCracken  told  reporters  at  the 
White  House  that  wage  increases 
averaging  3 per  cent  a year— the 
long  run  average  increase  in 
productivity— would  not  be 
inflationary.

Notre  Dame  took  their  lumbering  giants  to  the  Coliseum  last 
Saturday  on  the  way  to  an  undefeated  season  and  came  away  with  mud 
in  their  eye. 


The  BYU  wrestling  season  was 
officially  opened  last  Monday 
evening  in  a thrilling  array  of 
spine-tingling,  seat  squirming 
festivities.  And  when  the  night 
was  finally  concluded  BYU 
emerged  victorious  with  a 20-1 1 
verdict  over  Northern  Colorado 
State  College.

Southern  California’s  men  of  Troy  ended  a lackluster  season  by 
putting  it  all  together  to  knock  off  the  Irish  from  South  Bend. 

There  was  never  any  doubt  that  the  Trojans  had  the  horses  to  have  a 
typical  John  McKay  season— about  a 9-0-1  record  and  an  annual  trip  to 
Pasadena  on  Jan.  1. 


I mean,  any  team  that  can  go  into  Alabama  on  opening  day  and  romp 
past  Bear  Bryant  and  his  Crimson  Tide  by  42-21  ain’t  no  patsy,  baby. 
All  right,  so  Alabama  has  lost  five  times,  but  they’ve  bowed  to  some 
pretty  fair  football  squads— Tennessee,  Auburn,  Ole  Miss  and  LSU, 
besides  the  Trojans.  Three  are  in  the  top  ten  and  all  are  in  the  lop 
twenty. 


I was  in  the  Coliseum  Saturday  along  with  65,000  other 
rain-drenched  folks  to  see  the  classic  battle. 

From  talking  to  several  USC  fans  prior  to  the  game,  the  general 
feeling  was  that  dissension  among  team  members  played  a part  in  the 
fall  of  Troy  this  football  season.,  And  I don’t  care  how  good  you  are,  if 
you’re  not  together,  you  ain’t  gonna  win  ‘em  all. 

But  any  ill  feelings  the  Trojans  may  have  had  were  left  in  the  dressing 
room  Saturday.  In  the  first  half  USC  scored  almost  at  will  against  Notre 
Dame’s  supposedly  impenetrable  defense,  running  up  a 24-14  lead. 

Then  after  two  quick,  even  if  somewhat  lucky,  third  quarter  TD’s  the 
men  of  Troy  had  a seemingly  uncatchable  38-14  lead  with  the  rain 
pouring  down  to  hamper  any  possible  serious  offensive  thrust  by  either 
team.  Right? 

Well,  somebody  forgot  to  tell  Joe  Theisman  (as  in  second  place  for 
the  Heisman)  that  you  can’t  throw  a football  accurately  in  a rainstorm. 

The  Irish  signal  caller  completed  33  of  58  passes  for  an  amazing  526 
yards.  He  ran  25  yards  for  one  touchdown  and  passed  for  two  others.  A 
third  TD  pass  was  dropped  by  the  Irish’s  usually  sure-handed 
all-America  receiver  Tom  Gatewood.

It’s  not  many  teams  that  play  the  Fighting  Irish  three  straight  years 
without  losing  AT  LEAST  once.  But  USC  is  one  of  those  teams.  They 
won  only  one,  while  the  other  two  ended  in  21-21  and  14-14  ties. . 

Trojan  coach  John  McKay  said  it  best;  “Fifty  years  from  now  my 
seniors  can  sit  by  a fireplace  and  lell  their  grandchildren  they  never  lost 
to  Notre  Dame.’’

Flor  Peeters,  internationally 
acclaimed  Belgian  organist, 
composer  and  teacher,  arrived  in 
Utah  this  week  in  preparation  for 
the  dedication  of  Brigham  Young 
University’s  new  50-rank  organ, 
recently  installed  in  the  Madsen 
Recital  Hall.  As  guest  artist  for 
the  dedication,  Peeters  will  give  a 
recital  on  the  new  instrument 
Wednesday  night,  Dec.  2 at  8:15 
p.m. 

Although  there  are  no 
remaining  seats  for  the  Wednesday 
night  recital,  Peeters  will  be  on 
campus  Thursday  for  2 Master 
Qasses,  from  11  a.m.-l  p.m.  and 
5-7  p.m.  Tickets  for  these  may  be 
obtained  for  $3.00  each  or  $5.00 
for  both. 

The  format  of  the  Master 
Classes  is  lectures  and 
demonstrations  by  Mr.  Peeters, 
with  advanced  organ  students 
performing  for  the  class.  The 
morning  session  will  concentrate 
on  the  music  of  Bach  and  his 
predecessors  with  compositions  of 
Cesar  Franck  and  Flor  Peeters 
being  the  focus  of  the  early 
evening  class.  Anyone  interested  is 
invited  to  attend  either  or  both  of 
these  sessions. 

Following  in  the  footsteps  of 
his  father,  who  was  a professional 
organist,  Flor  Peeters  could  play 


well  enough  to  substitute  for  him 
when  he  was  only  eight  years  old. 
At  twelve,  young  Peeters  began  to 
compose  hymns  and  other  pieces 
for  the  local  band.  Eight  years 
later,  the  Lemmens  Institute  at 
Malines  awarded  him  their  Grand 
Prix  for  interpretation  and 
composition.  He  then  went  on  to 
become  chief  organist  for  Malines 
Cathedral  at  age  22. 

Now  considered  one  of  the 
world’s  foremost  and  most 
prolific  composers  for  organ,  Mr.‘ 
Peeters  has  been  teaching  organ  in 
Belgium  and  abroad  for  half  a 
century.  He  also  has  served  as 
director  of  the  Royal  Flemish 
Conservatory  in  Antwerp. 

During  the  German  occupation 
of  Belgium  in  World  War  II,  Mr. 
Peeters  refused  to  cooperate  with 
the  German  High  Command.  His 
passport  was  withdrawn  and  travel 
privileges  restricted.  But  for  five 
years,  with  the  aid  of  the  Dutch 
underground  and  disguised  as  an 
old  beggar,  he  managed  to  make 
his  way  undetected  across  the 
border  into  Holland  and  continue 
teaching  some  outstanding 
students.  Often  he  had  to  hide  for 
hours  in  lifts  and  haystacks  to 
avoid  capture. 

The  new  instrument  ranks  with 
the  larger  organs  of  Utah.  The 


three-manual,  50-rank  organ  is  led 
by  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  organ 
with  189  ranks  and  the  organ  in 
the  Joseph  Smith  Auditorium 
with  80  ranks.  Consisting  of  3500 
pipes  with  all  four  organ  families, 
it  is  comparable  to  the  pipe  organ 
in  the  Logan  Tabernacle. 

It  was  designed  more  toward 
classical  rather  than  romantic 
music  with  emphasis  on  Baroque 
style.  The  only  other  classic  organ 
in  Utah  is  found  at  St.  Mark’s 
Episcopal  Cathedral  in  Salt  Lake 
City.

Dancers  perform  for  Christmas 


The  International  Dancers  of 


BYU,  recently  returned  from  their 
successful  New  York  excursion, 


where  they  performed  at  Lincoln 
Center,  will  stage  three  shows  in 
Utah  Dec.  2A. 


Combining  the  talents  of  the 
International  Folk  Dancers  and 
the  Ballroom  Dance  Team,  the 
group  will  perform  the  traditional 
holiday  show,  “Christmas  Around 
the  World,”  at  the  BYU 
Fieldhouse  tonight  and  tomorrow, 
and  at  Highland  High  School  in 
Salt  Lake  City  on  Friday,  Dec.  4. 
All  performances  begin  at  8 p.m. 


The  Salt  Lake  City  performance 
will  present  the  same  program  and 
cast  of  50  which  made  a hit  with 
an  audience  of  church,  business, 
education  and  entertainment 
leaders  on  Oct.  31  in  Alice  TuUy 
Hall  of  Lincoln  Center. 

The  BYU  Fieldhouse  show, 
however,  will  include  the  entire 
400  members  of  the  International 
Folk  Dance  organization  on  BYU 
campus. 

The  dancers,  who  have  toured 
Europe  five  times,  drew  praise  of 
the  New  York  Times:  ‘The 
International  Dancers  of  Brigham 
Young  University  are  bright,  shiny 
and  enthusiastic  . . . They  have 


folk  dances  from  a dozen 
countries  in  their  repertory  and 
present  them  with  the  relentless 
gaiety  of  color  spread  in  the 
National  Geographic.”

An  intimate  evening  of  fine 
music  will  be  the  offering  of 
BYU’s  Chamber  Orchestra  when 
they  perform  tomorrow  night, 
Thursday,  Dec.  3 at  8:15  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall.

David  Dalton,  the  15  string 


players  and  two  keyboard  artists 
will  perform  Corelli’s  “Concerto 
Grosso  in  D major”,  followed  by 
Vivaldi’s  “Concerto  Grosso  in  A 
minor,”  featuring  Joan  Larsen  and 
Tamara  Nielsen  as  soloists.  The 
program  will  conclude  with 
Hindemith’s  “Five  pieces  for 
strings”  and  the  Brandenburg 
Concerto  No.  3 of  Bach.
